was the first speaker called out at the 
camp fire last evening and wo were glad 
to hear our own fellow cit.zcn talk so 
w'ell. In our hearing could be heard the 
remarks, “ Dement is making an excellent 
speech.” His talk was of the Generals of 
the war, principally, thus taking up a 
new line of thought. He followed the 
Silent man,” as he called General Grant, 
through the war from Galena to the grand 
surrender of the rebel army at Appomatox 
He also referred to the many scenes of 
the w'ur and tho Strategical movements of 
the army.

H is soltiiers were driven back 


across the east siile of Bu ll Run and retreated 
to Centreville. 
There wero, however, in­ 
stances of heroism that day which have 
never been excelled. 
Heintzelman’s corps was on tho extreme 


Federal right in this battle. 
N ext to him 


came Reno, with two divisions of Burnside’s 
corps, and next SigePs corps. 
The left wing 


was almost at right angles to the right and in 
the rear. 
It consisted of M cDowell’s and 


Porter’s corps and Reynolds’ Pennsylvania re­ 
serves. 
This was the order of fight on that disas­ 
trous day for the Union troops: Butterfield’s 
brigade made a gallant advance, supported 
by Sykes’ regulars. 
A t the same time Reno 


and Heintzdm an attacked on 
the right. 


They were joined afterw ard by Reynolds. 
Here the Confederate left held by Jackson 
was. 
Longstreet, who went to his aid, drove 


back tho Federal« with a fierce fire from two 
batteries, and then charged upon them. 
A s Butterfield advanced on the Union left 


tho woods suddenly seemed alive with men in 
gray. 
Col. W arren, w ith two regiments, 


tried to hold the place Reynolds vacated 
when ho went to the right. 
He was over­ 
whelmed 
by Confederates. 
Tho Federal 


troops fought gallantly, but, outnumbered 
two to one, what could they do? Porter’s 
corps went into that bloody fight with not 
quite 7,(XiO men. W hen it came out and drew 
back across Bull Run there were not 5,(XX) 
left. The center of both armies suffered most.

CHANTILLY, OR OX 
H ILL. 


The battl ■ of Chantilly was fought on Mon­ 
day, Bept. 1, on a ridge called Ox H ill, near 
the village of Chantilly. 
The Confederates, 
therefore, call this fight the battle of Ox H ill, 
or German to v^n. 
The ridge lies a little north­ 
east of Centreville, whither the Federal troops 
had fled after thed< Mat at Manas as, Aug. 30. 
Jackson pursued the retreating array toward 
Centreville. He crossed Bull Run at Sudley’s 
ford the morning of the 81st. 
Pope had been 
re-enforced bv »Sumner's and Franklin’s ex­ 
cellent corps of McClellan’s army. 
They had 
come up from Alexandria. 
Po’>e had now 


62,000 men. 
The aft* rm • n of Sep*. 1 the two armies 
fought at Ox Hill, in the midst of a storm 
which out thundered even the roar of cannon. 
Jackson had ho[>od to reach Fairfax Court 
House, in the r< ar of the Federal arm y, and 
cutoff its communication with Washington. 
The battle w is opened with an attack by 
Stuart’s Confederate cavalry. 
First the Con­ 
federates were driven hack. 
Then they, re­ 
enforced, repulsed the Union troops belong­ 
ing to Gen. Isaac I. Stevens’ division of Reno’s 
corps. 
In this action Gen. Stevens, a gallant 
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officer, was killed. Con. Phil Kearney dashed 
io to the aid of Stevens. 
He was ri ling in 
front of liis soldiers so for that he had got 
outside of his own lines. 
It was growing 
dusk. 
Kearney asked of a soldier where u 
certain regiment was. 
The inst» u» t he did so 
ho perceived it was n Confederate soldier. 
He galloj>ed away . 
But the soldier tired a 
bullet after him and ho fell. 
Ho died in a 
few minutes. 
The Confederates sent his body 
under a Hag of truce to his own men next day . 
Thick darkness closed the combat on the 
field of Chantilly , where there was bloody 
fighting, but no victory for either side. 
T h e Union forces engaged in the battle of 
Ox Hill or Chantilly were of the corps of 
Reno and Heintzelman. 
The Confederate 
troops were chieliv those of Stonewall Jack­ 
son, among them the veteran troops of Ewell, 
Early and A. P. Hill. 
Longstreet’s advanco 
came up about the time the battle was ended. 
Poi xj ’s army suffered greatly for want of 
supplies during the three day sf fighting and 
immediately sulwequent. 
His cav.Jry horses 
were especially used up. 
On tbo first day of 
September he wrote to Gen. Halleck: “ There 
are not five horses to a company that can 
raise a trot.” In bis official rej)ort, made 
afterward, he say s that on the morning of 
Aug. 8 0, when the battle of Maunssas was 
fought, his troops had had little to eat for 
two day s, his cavalry horses nothing a t nil, 
and had not l>een unsaddled for ten day s. He 
also complains bitterly of the want of loy alty 
to himself among the soldiers and « » Ulcers of 
the Army of the Potomac, occasioned by their 
partisan feeling for McClellan, whom Pope 
had partially superseded. 


s o l di e r s ’ m o num e nt a t b u l l ru n . 
Before the 30fch Pope had sent to McClellan, 
at Alexandria, for horse feed and supplies for 
his cavalry . 
Gen. McClellan sent nun back 
word that the supplies would bo forthcoming 
as soon as Pope sent a cavalry escort for 
them. 
Gem Pope say s, Irxhls report: “ It was not 
until after I received this letter that I l>cgan 
to feel discouraged and nearly hopeless of any 
successful issue to the operations with which 
I was charged.”

The following description of the vari­ 
ous corps badges of the Grand Arn^y of 
the Republic the T elegraph prints to­ 
day for the benefit of the soldiers here 
who represent, probably , 
division of that patriotic 
saved the ur'on. 
It is a 
preserving. 
The corps mark of the First was a cir 
cle. 
The corps was organized in August, 
1 86 2 , of troops under Fremont in the 
Mountain department. 
In April, 1 86 3, 
General Rey nolds assigned to command, 
lie was killed the first day at Getty sburg, 
and General Doubleday took his place to 
the close of the battb*. 
In March, 1 86 1 , 
it was discontinued, and in November, 
18 64, reorganized as a corps of veterans 
under General Hancock and a new badge 
adopted. 
The corps marks of the Second, was a 
clover leaf. 
The corps 
was organized 
August, 18 62, of troops in the Shenan- 
doph Valley under General Banks. One 
month later it was ordered that it be 
known as the Eleventh corps, and the 


Second Division Army of the Potomac 
constituted the Second corps. 
The corps mark of the Third, was a 
diamond. 
The corps was organized in 
August, 186*2, from troops under General 
McDowell and assigned to duty with the 
Army of Virginia. 
General Pope placed 
in command September, 18 62, it was 
known as the Twelfth corps, and a new 
Third corps formed from part of the army 
under McClellan, which served in the 
peninsular campaign. 
The corps mark of the Fourth was a 
triangle. 
The corps was organized in 
September, 18 62, and consisted of the old 
Fourth Division Army of the Potomac. 
August, 1 63, it was discontinued and 
again organized by consolidation of the 
Twentieth and Twenty -first and General 
Gordon Granger signed 
to command. 
Under him the corps did splendid service 
at Missionary Ridge. 
The corps mark of the Fifth, was a 
Maltese cross. 
The corps was organized 
July , 18 62, of troops under Gen. Fitz-John 
Porter. 
In March, 18 64, the troops of the 
First corps were transferred to the Fifth 
a nd surrounded the cross with a circle. 
This corps was under command of Fitz- 
John Porter at the second battle of Bull 
Run but took no part in that engage­ 
ment. 
The corps mark of the Sixth, was a 
Greek cross. 
The Sixth was organized 
July 18 62, of troops under command of 
General Franklin. 
His successors were 
Sedgwick and Wright. 
When some of 
the Third corps men were assigned to the 
Sixth they retained the old badge, a dia­ 
mond, and used it as a back ground for 
the Greek cross. 
Under General Wright 
the Sixth took part in the Richmond 
campaign, May to July 18 64. 
The corps mark for the Seventh, was a 
star and crescent. 
The organization of 
the Seventh dated J uly 18 62, and w*ere 
troops under General Dix. 
August 18 63. 
it 
was discontinued, 
and the troops 
transferred to the Eighteenth. 
A new 
Seventh was organized in July 18 61, and 
consisted of General Steel’s command in 
Arkansas. 
The corps mark of the Eighth, was a 
six pointed star. 
The Eighth was or­ 
ganized J uly 18 62, of forces under Gen 
eral Wool. 
March 18 63, General Lew 
Wallace, who particularly distinguished 
himself at Shiloh, was assigned to com ­ 
mand. 
Under that brilliant officer the 
Eighth saw hard 
service 
and alway s 
made a good record. 
The corps mark of the Ninth, was a 
shield with crossed cannon and anchor. 
It was organized in J uly 18 62, and de­ 
signed to include forces In North Caro 
lina under Burnside. 
Its service in co­ 
operation with the navy ga ve signifl 
cance to the badge and was often called 
the Amphibian corps. 
It did 'excellent 
service on the Atlantic coast, and was 
composed of many good regiments. 
The corps mark for the Tenth was in 
design a four bastion fort. 
The corps 
was organized September, 18 62, and in 
eluded the forces under General Mitchell 
in the department of the south. 
In De 
cember 18 64, it was discontinued and re­ 
organized in March, 18 04, of troops serv­ 
ing in North Carolina. 
General Terry 
was placed in command, and under him 
the second and successful assault upon 
Fort Fisher was made. 
The corps mark of the Eleventh was a 
crescent. 
The organization dated in Sep­ 
tember, 18 62, and comprised troops under 
General Banks in the Shenandoah valley . 
In April 18 64, it was consolidated with 
the Twelfth, 
forming the Twentieth 
corps. 
While known a9 the latter it did 
some excellent work under "Fighting 
Joe" Hooker at Lookout Mountain and 
Missionary Ridge. 
It also marched with 
Shermon to the sea. 
The coips mark of the Twelfth was a 
star with five ray s. 
The organization 
dates September, 
18 62, 
and included 
troops under General McDowell. 
In 
April 18 64, it was consolidated with the 
Eleventh, forming the Twentieth, who as 
stated ab#ve were commanded by Hooker. 
Throughout all the changes of command 
the old Twelfth retained their pride of 
organization. 
The corps mark of the Thirteenth was 
an oval encircling a triangle. 
No badge 
or mnrk was adopted during the service. 
The corps was composed of troops under 
General Grant, and organized in October 
1 86 2 . 
In December, 1 86 2 , General Mo­ 
d ern and was assigned commander. 
It 
w as discontinued, June, 1 80 1 , and re-or­ 
ganized under General Granger in July 
1 86 5 . The present corps mark was adopt­ 
ed by the National Eucampment, G. A. 
R,, at San Francisco, for the Thirteenth 
corps on resolution offered by Comrade 
John C. Bonnell, and is the recognized 
badge of the corps at the present time. 
The corps’ mark of the Fourteenth was 
an acorn. 
The organization dates Octo­ 
ber, 18 62, 
and included troops under 
General R osecra ns.l In January , 18 63, it 
was divided into three corps known as 
the Fourteenth,.Twentieth and Twenty - 
first. 
The devicecs adopted reprents the 
ration the men lived on for a time when 
beleagured in Chattanooga. 
They found 
roasted acoins nutritious and so adopted 
it as the badge. 


The corps mark of the Fifteenth was 
a cartridge box in design. 
The organiza­ 
tion of the corps dates December, 18 62, 
with General Sherman in command. The 
origin of the badge was a remark of an 
Irishman belonging to that corps who 
was 
asked one day : 
“ Where’s y ou 
badge? ” 
“ Its right here it is," s apping 
his cartridge box. 
When the Fifteenth 
was placed under command of Logan, 
after the fall of Vicksburg, the badge as 
above was adopted. 
The corps mark of the Sixteenth, was a 
circle in design cut in four parts by that 
number of miuie balls pointing toward 
the centre, leaving it somewhat in shape 
of a maltese cross. 
The corps was or­ 
ganized in December, 18 62, with S. A. 
Hurlhut in command. 
It was discontin­ 
ued November, 18 64. 
Reorganized in 
February , 18 6-5, with General A J. Smith 
in command. 
The corps mark of the Seventeenth 
was an arrow. 
The organization of the 
corps took place in December, 18 62, and 


whs formed of part of the troop9 under 
General Grant. 
General McPherson was 
placed In command. The corps was after­ 
ward commanded 
by Frank P. Blair. 
The movements of the corps were swift 
and direct, hence the device that was 
chosen for the badge. 
The corps maik of the High* anth was 
a four pointed star with round points. 
The corps was organized in December, 
18 62, of the troops in North Carolina, 
with General Foster in command. 
In 
July , 
18 64, a 
detachment of Virginia 
troops were added, and at that time W. 
F. Smith took command. Under “ Balby " 
Smith this corps 
participated iu 
the 
bloody battle of Cold Harbor, and did ex­ 
cellent service at Petersburg. 
The corps mark of the Nineteenth was 
four triangles with points toward a com 
mon center. 
The corps was organized in 
January , 18 63, and a few months later 
part of them were sent to Washington 
under General Gilmore, later under Gen­ 
eral Emory the corps joined Sheridan in 
the Shenandoah Valley and under “ Lit­ 
tle Phil” took part in the closing scenes 
of the war. 
The Twentieth corps adopted the badge 
of the Twelfth, and organized in July , 
18 63 with General McD. McCook in com­ 
mand. 
In September, 18 63, it was con­ 
solidated with the Twenty -first corp3 and 
known as the Fourth. 
In April, 18 (j4, it 
was reformed out of the Eleventh and 
Twelfth and placed under "Fighting 
J oe” Hooker. 
The Twenty first corps had no badge. 
It was organized in July , 
18 63, from 
troops in the Army of the Cumberland, 
under command of General Crittenden. 
In September, 18 63, it was consolidated 
with the Twentieth to form the Fourth. 
The corps mark of the Twenty -second 
was a bastioned fort, five-sided. 
The 
corps was composed of all the troops in 
immediate defense of Washington, under 
General Heintzelman. 
The corps mark of the Twenty -third 
was a shield. 
In April, 18 03, it was or­ 
ganized from troops iu Kentuckey and 
Gen. llartsuff assigned to command. His 
succeesors were Stoneman, Schofield and 
Cox. 
Under the latter commander the 
corps saw some very severe service, but 
alway s gave a creditable return. 
The corps mark of the Twenty -fourth 
was a heart. 
The corps was organized 
in December, 18 6J, from infantry in the 
Army of the James, and Gen. Ord placed 
in command. 
He remained in command 
until the close of the war. 
The corps mark of the Twenty -fifth 
was a square with a diamond in the cen­ 
tre. 
The corp9 was organized from col­ 
ored troops December, 18 64, and General 
Wcitzel placed in command. 
In the or­ 
der adopting the badge he used ths fol­ 
lowing words: 
Soldiers, y ou can mak 
this badge immortal! Let history record 
that on the banks of the James, thirty 
thousand freemen, not only gained their 
own liberty , but shattered the prejudice 
of the world and ga ve to the land of their 
birth peace, union and glory . 
We collate the above from exchanges 
and other sources, and it may be that 
errors have been made. 
If so, we hope 
our soldier friends will call our attention 
to them that we may make proper cor­ 
rections.
